sidaration. 

Those  aratnc  that  tertltorisl  aues- 
tloas  should  oomc  first  say  it  Is  htahly 
deefrible  to  elan  a  peace  treaty  em- 
bodylna  the  essential  details  at  the 
aarllest  posalhle  moment,  eo  as  to  ter- 
minate tho  ofllolal  war  period  nnder 
(irhfob  trofl^are  held  for  the  dmraoon 
of  tho  war,  and  raltroa^te.  tel««raphs. 
telephones  and  other  public  utilities 
are  similarly  affected  until  peace  is 
aeclared.  Aooordins  to  this  view  an 
oarly  peace  aareement  on  essentials 
would  release  the  armies,  includlna 
the  American  troope  boldina'  the  oc- 
cupied realons. 

Havlac  secured  an  early  aareement 
on  territorial  and  other  practical  de- 
tails, it  is  suaseeted  that  the  larser 
■eaeral  questions,  like  a  leaaue  of  na- 
tions, aould  come  up  later  for  ex- 
tended dlscuMion,  either  by  the  peace 
oongreas  or  a  separate  international 
coasrees  to  formulate  the  worklns  de- 
talle  of  the  les«ue.  Tttle  view  is 
chiefly  held  by  thoee  favorinc  the  old 
Vianna  conareas  procedure  of  Indlvld- 
UM^clalms  first,  while  the  American 
irlewpolnt  Is  distinctly  favorable  to  ee- 
tabllshlns  ideals  first  as  the  guidina 
principle  of  the  oonarees.

OTTAWA.  Nov.  8«.— The  Depart* 
ment  of  Militia,  in  Its  scheme  for  de- 
mohmiatlon  has  divided  the  Domtn- 
Ion  into  11  districts,  called  "dispersal 
areas."  Irrespective  of  where  the 
soldier  enlisted,  he  may  ohooee  which 
district  he  will  go  to  for  the  final  act 
of  demdbllisatlon.  By  means  of  a 
oodclse  llet,  whioh.the  department  has 
prepared  under  the  title  of  the  Mill- 
tiarjr  Peatal  Qulde.  which  shows  the 
4ispereal»areas  aad  military  districts 
of  Canada,  it  can  at  once  be  seen  w 
which  area  the  ^particular  town  to 
whioir  the  soldier  wlshss  to  so  can  be 
found.

then  cabinet  ministers  and  now  fual- 
tlvee.  whom  Germany  had  fed  with 
dreams  of  power. 

'.!Z  am  more  ashamed  of  the  Arme> 
nlan  atroeitiee  committed  durlnr  the 
war  than  of  anything  in  our  history, 
but  I  must  insist  that  fhsy  ware  aanlnst 
the  will  of  the  preeent  Sultan  and  the 
nation  as  a  whole.  They  w^re  insti- 
sated  by  unpatriotic  ministere,  who 
were  auaranteed  in  their  placee  by 
their  eervlce  to  Oermaa  militarism. 
The  fanaticism  of  remote  trtbee  in 
their  dielike  for  their  nelahbors  and 
the  brutality  of  provincial  officers 
served  as  the  mediums,  while  the  een- 
eored  press  here  concealed  the.  faetl 
from  the  aeneral  public."

Divisions  Which  Fought  Along 
With  Fourth  British  Army 
are  Specially  Thanked  by 
Commander-in-Chief..      • 

WITH  THB  BRITISH  ARBTT  IN 
BBLOIUM.  Sunday,  Nov.  24.— The 
American  Second  Corps,  which  served 
With  the  British  Fourth  Army  darlny 
the  olosina  days  of  the  war,  hss  been 
rewarded  for  Its  work  by  a  alowlna 
letter  of  prals*  from  Pleld  Marshal 
)Iaia,  the  British  commander-in-chief. 
The  Marshal's  messaao  to  the  eom- 
mandar.of  the  oorpa  raada: 

"Ne#  that  yotf  are  leavlaif  the 
British  sons.  I  wish  a«alii  to  thank 
you  and  all  the  offlcere,  non-commis- 
Bioned  officers  and  men  on  behalf  of 
myself  and  all  ranks  of  the  British. 
Army  in  FVanee  apd  Flanders  for  the 
very  aallant  and  efficient  service  you 
have  rendered  during  your  operations 
with  the  British  Fourth  Army. 

"On  the  twenty-ninth  of  September 
you  participated  with  distinction  In 
a  creat  and  oritical  attack  which 
opened  the  road  to  final  victory. 

"The  deeds  of  the  Twenty-Seventh 
and  Thirtieth  American  Divisions, 
which  took  Bellecourt  and  Nauroy  and 
callantly  sustained  the  deepenite 
strucsle  for  Bony,  will  rank  with  the 
hiaheet  achievements  of  the  war. 

"The  namee  of  Branoourt,  Premert. 
Buslvny,  Vaux-Andlsny,  St.  Soupfet 
and  Wasslvny  will  testify  to  the  dash 
and  enervy  of  your  attacks.  I  am 
proud  to  have  had  you  in  my  com* 
mand." 


The  toth  Division  mentioned  by 
Field  Marshal  Hala  was  known  as  the 
^'Wildcat"  division,  and  came  from  the 
southeastern  States.  The  27th  and 
SOth  Dtvistons  probably  were  the  first 
American  divisions  to  firht  in  Bel- 
gium, havinc  oroeeed  the  border  with 
the  Fourth  British  army.

—  Amarlcan 
naval  headquarters  announced  that  It 
has  credited  American  warahlpe  with 
stoklns  or  espturlna  .  ten  Oerman 
submarines.  The  British  Admiralty 
Klvcs  the  Americans  credit  for  nine, 
owlny  to  the  fact  that  one  case  Is  not 
absolutely  certain. 

Destroyere  accounted  for  two  U- 
boat.  yachts  for  three,  submarines  for 
one  and  submarine  chasera  for  four. 
Forty-six  vessels  were  enaaaed  In 
flchts  In  which  it  was  known  subma- 
rines were  present.  The  navy  places 
tb^  total  number  .of  flahts.  In  which 
It  wae  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a 
submarine  was  lurltlng  near  at  five 
hundred. 

Speaklns  as  the  auest  of  the  Amer- 
ican Circle  Lyceum  Club  at  a  thanks- 
slvtnc  dinner  today.  Admiral  Viscount 
JelUooe.  former  commander-in-chief 
of  the  British  Grand  Fleet,  said  the 
eituatlpn  in  the  Sprlna  of  last  year 
was  critical,  and  had  it  not  been  for 
the  ssslstsncs  alforded  by  the  United 
8<ates  nnvy  he  was  not  sure  that  the 
dinner  oould  have  been  held. 

It  wae  the  assistance  rendered  by 
the  IT.  8.  Navy,  Admiral  Jellicoe  con- 
tinued, that  had  made  possible  the 
convoy  system,  and  It  was  that  sys- 
tem which  had  saved  the  situation. 
Another  assistance  rendered  by  the 
Americans  was  in  the  olCenilve  oper- 
ations conducted  aaalnst  enemy  sub- 
marines, operations  which  were  more 
to  the  taste  of  the  American  ofllcers 
than  convoylna-' 

Later  the '  jnaanlflcent  batjtie  sQuad- 
rcpt  had  Joined  the  British  Grand 
Fleet,  and  Admiral  Jellicoe  said  he 
wiM  sure  the  WfHt  of  comradeship 
borne  by  the  presence  of  that  battle 
stmadnm  would  ^ndure  forever.

The  Evening  News  Says  it  understands  the  law  ofHcers  hav« 
concluded  that  the  Allies  are  entitled  to  demand  the  extradition  of 
the  former  Emperor,  and  that  this  decision  applies  also  to  individuals 
who  have  committed  or  given  instructions  for  the  commission  of 
extniditable  crimes.

NAMUR.  Monday,  Nov.  -  SS. — <Br 
the  Associated  Preea)— Ntne  days. 
have  passed  since  the  Qermans  left 
this  historic  town,  and  already  Namur 
le  rapidly  slipping  back  Into  the 
groove  it  was  in  be(or«  the  war.  The 
people  have  some  storiee  of  Pmmian 
despotism  to  relate,  as  have  the  resi- 
dents of  other  o5:cupied  places,  but  on 
the  whole  Kamur  seems  to  Iwvo 
fare*  well  compared  with  other 
towns. 

Namur,  like  BrtuMels,  spent  a  cou- 
ple of  days  in  the  wildest,  orgies  as 
soon  as  the  Germans  left,  the  people 
dancing  and  singing  through  the 
etreets  all  night. 

The  residents  tell  of  a  character- 
istic Oerman  trick  of  working  Brit- 
ish prisoners  In  the  on^  place  which 
was  a  military  objective  for  British 
bombardment.  British  prisoners  were 
forced  to  labor  In  the  railway  etation, 
which  was  provided  with  only  sufll- 
oielit  dugouts  for  the  protection  of 
Oerman  soldiers.  As  a  result,  a  con- 
siderable number  of  British  wsre 
killed  by  their  own  comrades. 

In  the  last  days  of  the  boche  occu- 
pation marked  4epreeslon  was  caused 
among  the  troopa  by  the  British 
propaganda  which  was  dropped  on 
the  town.  The  Oermans  became  con- 
vinced of  the  truth  of  the  British 
statements  of  the  Allied  victories 
and  the  Oerman  faUurSe,  especially 
the  submarine  campaign.  Soon  there 
was  an  absolute  change  in  the  men's 
attitude  toward  the  high  command 
and  the  continuance  of  the  war.

COPENHAGEN,  Nov.  26.— Chan- 
cellor Ebert  is  reported  in  a  dispatch 
from  the  Seml-offlclal  Wolff  Bureau 
-of  Berlin  as  having  addressed  a  con- 
ference of  delegates  from  .various 
parts  ot  Germany,  who  gathered  in 
the  Chancellor's  palace  yesterday, 
and  to  have  urged  co-operation 
through  the  former  empire  In  dealing 
with  the  present  situation. 

The  Chancellor  said  that  when  the 
present  Government  took  charge 
everything  was  in  ruins.  Now,  how- 
ever, a  Socialist  republic  had  re- 
placed the  monarchy  and  power  -had 
been  put  in  the  hands  <Cof  the  work- 
men and  soldiers.  The  first  aim  to  be 
accompUshed,  Herr  Ebert  continued, 
was  peace  and  security  of  the  eco- 
nomic basis.  Every  workman  and 
soldier,  he  declared,  must  labor  to  his 
utmost  for  the  rebuilding  of  the 
state.  Liberty  was  worthless  without 
food  and  employment,  he  pointed  out, 
and  the  summoning  of  a  national  as- 
sembly was  necessary  to  secure  the' 
co-operation  of  the  central  adminis- 
tration and  the  federated  states. 

The  cabinet  would  on  Tuesday,  saM 
Borr  Ebert.  consider  a  bill  for  the 
olootlon  of  a  national  assembly,  but 
provisional  arrangements  must  l>e  bn- 
mediately  made  for  the  government 
of  the  federated  empire. 

Dr.  Solf,  the  Minister  of  Foreign 
Affairs,  declared  the  situation  was  ex- 
tremely threatening,  owing  both  to 
the  "enemy's  will  to  destroy  Ger-. 
many"  and  the  separatist  movement 
In  that  country.  He  based  his  hope 
on  solving  the  pressing  problems  upon 
the  conference  then  in  session. 

Herr  Kurt  Eisner,  the  Bavarian  So- 
cialist Premier,  protested  sharply 
that  both  Herr  Ebert  and  Dr.  Solf 
were  compromised  by*  being  repre- 
sentatives of  the  old  regime.

A  British 
aerial  force  is  on  the  outskirts  ot  tho 
city. 

Food  prices  in  Constantlaopto  have 
risen  twenty  times  above  thooe  ruling 
before  the  war.  Disorganisation  of 
the  railroads  in  Asia  BUnor  today 
compelled  the  Oovernment  to  aban- 
don the  ration  of  cheap  bread  which 
It  has,  tasued  during  the  war. 

Of  the  fltty-nlno  j>aoers  and  men 
who  have  remained  with  the  United 
States  gunboat  Scorpion  in  the 
Golden  Horn  slnee  diplomatie  rela- 
tions were  severed,  twenty-flvo  have 
married  Levantine  women. 

Nearly  all  tho  American  missions, 
esospt  thc«e  in  Constantinople  and 
Smyrna,  have  been  occupied  by  the 
Turkish  army.  Of  about  seventy 
Americans  in  educational  and  relief 
work  In  Turkey  all  are  reported  welL 

Among  the  members  of  the  new 
Turkish  cabinet  headed  by  Tewfik 
Pasha  is  Dr.  Rlsa  Tewfik,  an  in- 
structor in  the  American  College  for 
Oirls  in  Constantinople. 

One  thousand  Germans  and  Aus- 
trians,  under  General  Liman  von 
Sanders,  German  commander  In  the 
Turkish  army,  who  fled  from  Damas- 
cus and  Aleppo,  remain  in  Constan- 
tinople and  tho  neighborhood.  Their 
exit  across  the  Black  Sea  has  been  cut 
off  by  the  Roumanians  and  by  dis- 
orders in  Odessa. 

CONSTANTINOPLE,  Nov.  Iff. — 
American  control  of  the  Turkish 
gendarmerie  and  finances  is  being 
urged  by  a  group  of  nine  newspapers 
— seven  Turkish  and  two  BYench' — in 
Constantinople.  This  group  also  ad- 
vocates America^  supervision  of  tho 
education  system  and  the  separation 
of  church  and  state.

VANCOUVER,  Nov.  2«.  —  Rot. 
John  Antle  haa  returned  from  a  tour 
of  inapecllon^of  the  hoapitala  of  the 
Columbia  eoaat  mlaelon,  of  which  ho 
la  awperlntendent. 

Of  the  hoepltala  opitrated  by  tho 
ralaalon,  Columbia  Hoapltal.  Vananda. 
haa  fortunately  eocapod  tho  flu  epi- 
demic ao  far. 

at.  Michaer*  Hoapltal.  Rock  Bay. 
had  a  full  ahare  of  it.  and  for  a  whilo 
was  In  great  atralta  .One  of  tho 
nuraea,  Miaa  Fry,  died,  and  the  mat- 
ron*, catching  the  Infection,  had  to 
take  to  her  bed,  leaving  Dr.  Suther- 
land alinoat  alone  with  an  overfull 
hoapltal.  The  altuatlon  was  saved  by 
two  V.A.D.'a.  Mm.  Crawford  and  Miaa 
Nelaon,  loaned  by  the  military  annex 
of  Vancouver.  With  tholr  able  ao- 
alatance  tho  doctor  put  up  a  aplon- 
dld  fight,  bringing  his  patlonta 
through  with  remarkably  few  fatal- 
ities. BCanager  Hacdonald,  of  the 
hotel,  rendered  fine  service,  receiving 
the  overflow  of  guests  and  giving  his 
personal  care  and  attention  to  them. 

On  the  whole  Rock  Bay  came  pretty 
well,  though  the  death  of  Miss  Pry 
haa  cast  a  gloom  over  the  place.  She 
was  an  estimable  young  woman,  who 
had  won  the  regard  of  all  who  knew 
her. 

The  hospital  now  haa  a  new  staff 
of  nurses,  of  which  Miss  Rolston  is 
the  capable  head. 

'  St.  George's  Hoapltal.  Alert  Bay. 
also  fought  Its  flght  and  cams  through 
wKh  great  credit  to  Dr.  McCordlck 
and  his  head  ^urso.  Miss  Anfleld. 
There  were  a  numt>er  o^  fatalities 
among  the  Indians,  due  largely  to 
overcrowding  In  small  and  lll-ventl- 
iated  houses,  but  In  the  two  tndtw- 
trlal  schools,  with  perhaps  sixty 
boys  and  girls,  only  one  boy  died. 

Mr.  Antle  fears  that  the  epldemlo 
will  visit  all  the  small  settlements 
during  the  Winter,  t.nd  as  most  of 
them  are  far  from  medical  aid,  tho 
hospital  boat  Columbia  Is  being  fitted 
out  with  everything  necessary  to  help 
and  will  sail  again  for  the  coast  In  a 
few  days.

Captain 
Alexander's  solicitors  In  Ne#  York, 
who  drew  up  the  will,  a  copy  of 
which  Mr.  Smith  has  In  his  posses- 
sion, have  been  appealed  to.  but  they 
have  wired  back  that  they  know 
nothing  of  the  whereabouts  of  the 
will  since  they  handed  It  to  Captain 
Alexander. 

The  will  Is  said  to  have  been  made 
on  May  8,  IVIS,  to  protect  Mr.  Smith 
for  advances  of  130,000  he  had  made 
to  develop  the  mine  and  further  ad- 
vances, totalling  $150,000  in  all, 
which  he  made  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. Since  the  date  the  will  was 
alleged  to  have  been  made  Captain 
Alexander  married  Miss  I>oulse  Wil- 
liams at  Chicago,  In  the  Spring  of 
1*14.  They  had  no  children,  and 
Mrs.  Alexander  perished  with  her 
husband,  both  bodies  having  since 
been  identified  by  Messrs.  Robert  H. 
Cliburn,  B.  A.  C.  Studd,  Reginald 
Brooke,  J.  8.  Patterson  and  Manager 
Turquand,  of  the  Hotel  Vancouver, 
who  knew  Captain  and  Mrs.  Alex- 
ander well. 

In  an  affidavit  settlna  oat  hla 
claim  Mr.  Smith  says  that  It  was 
Captain  Alexander's  habit  to  carry 
Valuable  documents  with  him.  and 
he  Is  In  hopes  that  tho  missing  will 
may  3ret  be  found  In  Captain  Alex- 
ander's baggage.  So  far  none  of  tho 
baggage  has  been  recovered.  In  tho 
meantime  Mr.  Justice  Morrison  has 
appointed  the  Royal  "Trust  Company 
to  act  aa  administrator  of  tho  per- 
aonal  estate,  which  Ineludos  I1S.M7 
In  an  acoount  In  tho  Bank  of 
Montreal.

OTTAWA.  Nov.  2«.— W.  J.  Black. 
Dominion  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture, is  likely  to  succeed  Charles  F. 
Roland,  of  Winnipeg,  as  chairman  of 
the  Soldiers'  Settlement  Board.  Mr. 
Bla^ck  has  been  advisinf;  the  board 
for  some  tithe  on  its  Hgrrlcultural  pol- 
icy, and  will  undertake  an  extensive 
programme  of  agricultural  education. 
Major  Ashton  will  continue  on  the 
board,  and  will  likely  go  to  Bngland 
to  look  after  the  demonstration 
farms  which  are  being  established 
during  the  demobilisation  period  and 
to  advise  soldiers  who  propose  to  start 
farming.  S.  Mahcr  will  also  continue 
on  the  board. 

Mr.  Black  was  formerly  principal 
of  Manitoba  Agricultural  Cotlege. 
The  order-in-councll  will  be  passed 
this  week. 

Edwurd  Fitzgerald,  who  has  been 
assistant  to  the  chairman  of  the  Im- 
perial Munitions  Board,  and  who  was 
loaned  by  the  C.P.R.,  has  resigned 
from  the  railway  to  accept  the  posi- 
tion of  vice-chairman  of  the  Canadian 
Advisory'  Board  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  with  headquarters  in  Win- 
nipeg. 

Mr.  Fitsgerald  leaves  for  England 
shortly  to  consult  the  English  direc- 
tors. Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  formerly 
purchasing  agent  for  the  C.P.R. 

REPORTS  ON  DEATHS 

IN  NAVY  OF  U.S. 

WASHINGTON.  Nov.  2«.— Deaths 
in  the  navy  from  "war  causes"  to- 
talled 1.283,  Surgeon-Oeneral  Bralsted 
today  told  the  House  naval  commltt- 
tee.  which  is  framing  the  1920  naval 
appropriation  bill.  No  figures  were 
given  as  to  deaths  from  disease. 

The  bodies  of  practically  "iill  navy 
men  dying  in  foreign  service,  the  Sur- 
geon-General said,  have  been  returned 
home. 

Appropriations  for  the  navy  medi- 
cal department  amounting  to  ll&.OOO,- 
000  asked  for  under  plans  for  contin- 
uing the  war,  were  reduced  to  |9.200.- 
000  by  the  Surgeon-OeneraL 


NEW  TORK,  Nov.  Iff.— A  Btato- 
ment  made  here  today  from  authorl- 
tativ^^ouroo*  rocarding  tho  part  Brlt- 
lah  ahlpo  havo  played  In  tho  tranapoK- 
Ing  to  JBuropo  of  tho  American  army 
diacloaod  that  England  may  bo  com- 
pelled soon  to  use  all  of  her  available 
transports  for  tho  return  to  tholr 
homos  of  troops  of  the  British  Em- 
pire. 

There  are  British  troops  to  bo  ro- 
iturned  from  Mesopotamia.  ItalV  and 
Franco  to  England,  and  there  are 
Australian.  Indian,  African.  Canadian 
and  other  colonial  forces  to  be  re- 
turned from  France.  Also  there  are 
In  England  and  France  thousands  of 
women  and  children,  families  of 
colonial  troops  who  have  married 
t^ere,  who  will  require  transportation. 
Bo  great  will  be  the  demand  on  Brit- 
ish voasels  for  this  servlco.  H  was  aald, 
that  the  use  of  tho  ships  for  American 
overseas  foix:!oa  ma^  not  be  poaatble 
to  any  groat  extent  for  some  time  to 
come. 

Discussing  what  Britain  has  done 
toward  moving  American  troops 
abroad.  It  waa  authoritatively  stated 
hero  today  that  British  voaaela  carried 
lt080.417  American  troops  to  England 
and  Franco  during  the  war,  from  the 
embarkation  ports  of  Newport  News, 
Baltimore.  Phikulolphia,  New  York, 
Boston.  Portland.  Maine,  and  Mont- 
real and  Quebec.  Two  hundred  engi- 
neers wore  the  first  to  sail  on  a'  Brit- 
ish ship,  dSparUng  May  8,  1917.  fol- 
lowed a  few  daya  later  by  Qoaoral 
Pershing  and  staff. 

These  voyages,  SffS  in  number  and 
Involving  180  British  ships,  termin- 
ated on  September  80,  19  H.  Tho 
record  waa  made  by  the  Otympio, 
which  transported  68,980  American 
troops.  Last  July  288,880  were  car- 
ried, which  was  the  peak  month. 

Of  the  more  than  a  million  troops 
carried,  fewer  than  500  were  -  loot 
through   war  mlshapf. 

Although  the  British  Qovernment 
may  be  compelled  to  use  virtually  all 
its  available  tranaports  for  the  return 
of  ita  own  and  colonial  troops,  ar- 
rangementa  for  tho  early  transporta- 
tion homo  of  approximately  40,000 
American  troops  on  British  shlpa  have 
boon  effected.  It  was  learned  tonight 
in  authoritative  British  quartera. 
This  includes  12,000  who  have  been 
training  In  England  and  who  have 
already  embarked  for  home  on  British

Sensational  Revelations  •  of 
Plotting  by  Berlin  and  Vienna 
Are  Made  in  Correspondence 
of  Bavarian  Minister, 


LONDON.  Nov.  26.— Publication  of 
official  reports  from  the  Bavarian 
minister  at  Berlin  to  his  home  gov- 
ernment confirms  evidence  in  the 
hands  of  the  Entente  that  Germany 
and  Austria  conspired  to  bring  about 
war.  It  was  for  thh  reason  that  the 
terms  of  Austria's  ultimatum  to 
Serbia  were  made  so  drastic  that 
hostilities  were  bound  to  follow.  The 
revelations  have  been  published  In 
Munich  after  permission  had  been 
asked  by  the  Bavarian  Premier  and 
the  Foreign  Minister  of  the  German 
federal  government.  They  are  In  the 
form  of  a  report  sent  to  Munich  on 
July  18,  1914.  by  Count  von  Lerchen- 
feld.  the  Bavarian  minister  at  Berlin. 

According  to  the  report  the  de- 
livery of  the  ultiqnatum  to  Serbia 
was  delayed  until  after  President 
Poiocare  and  Premier  Vlvianl.  of 
France,  bad  gone  to  St.  Petersburg, 
which  would  make  it  difficult  for  the 
Entente  /latlons  to  arrive  at  an  un- 
derstanding and  take  counter- 
measurea 

Count  von  Lerchenfeld  said  that 
"Serbia  obviously  cannot  accept  sueh 
conditions  as  will  be  laid  down." 
and  that  as  a  consequence  "there 
must  be  war."  He  declared  that 
action  oh  the  part  of  Austria  could 
not  be  long  delayed,  for  that  might 
give  Serbia,  under  pressure  from 
France  and  Russia,  an  opportunity 
to  offer  satisfaction. 

In  a  telegram  to  Munich  from  BOr- 
lin  on  July  81,  1914.  Count  von 
Lerchenfeld  said  that  Sir  Edward 
Grey's  efforta  to  preserve  peace  would 
"certainly  not  succeed  in  ^  arresting 
the  course  of  events."  Later  tho 
same  day.  he  wired  information  as 
to  ultimatums  to  Ruasia  and  France, 
forecast  their  rejection  by  both  na- 
tions and  told  of  plans  to  hurl  Ger- 
many's armies  against  France,  which 
he  said  would  be  overwhelmed  in 
four  weeks.  He  said  the  morale  of 
the  French  arniy  was  poor  and  that 
it  was  poorly  armed. 

On  Augiut  4  the  Bavarian  minister 
outlined  Ctormany's  intention  to  vio- 
late Belgian  neutrality,  saying:  "The 
chief  of  tho  general  staff  has  decided 
that  e^en  British  neutrality  will  bo 
paid  for  too  dearly  if  the  prloo  la 
rospoot  of  Belgium.  Aa  atta^  on 
France  la  poasible  only  throi^ta  Boi- 
glum."

Before  Umg  tbm  municipal  aleetlon 
campaign  will  be  upon  us  and  H 
would  be  well  If  the'  raMpayers  as  a 
wboto  took  serious  stock  of  the  pros* 
ent  situation.  There  are  few  thing* 
more  important  that  to  arouse  publla 
optolon  to  tha  neaessity  of  thtokta# 
municipally.  If  it  were  poeelbto  to 
inonloate  thto  habit  there  would  ba 
all  tha  hatter  jtunvet  a  true  buslaes* 
administration  would  be  put  tota 
power.  In  thto  city  there  has  bean  • 
tendency  to  ft^Uow  a  policy  of  drift, 
espectally  to  the  financtol  affairs  of 
the  munlei^aOty.  That  feature  of^our 
life  was  last  year  brought  home  to  ua 
with  somawhat  startling  snddenneae 
when  it  "iras  fully  realised  how  peril* 
ously  near  we  ware  to  bankruptcy. 
The  financtol  sittiatlon  has  to  some 
extent  bean  rdlieiradi  but  we  are  yei 
fnr  from  betog  out  of  the  woo4*;;    .> 

In  a  short  time  candidates  fir  of • 
fioe  will  be  appeaUng  for  publto  sup* 
port.  If  yte  people  are  first  apprlssd 
of  what  are  tha  oltys  most  perplex* 
ing.  probtoms  thfy  wlU  b«  the  better 
able  to  estimate  tha  eharaetsr  of  tha 
admtolstratlen  they  wUL  desire  to 
place  In  power.  It  to  true  that  in 
future  all  munlclpalHtos  will  be  bete 
ter  protected,  through  the  constitution 
of  a  Liocal  Oovsmment  Board  which 
win  keep  a  aheck  on  financial  ex- 
penditure, but  that  does  not  obvtota 
the  necessity  of  elscting  to  ofllce  such 
men  aa  will  ba  ahto  to  make  good  In 
tha  reeonstntotlon  period  upon  which 
we  are  notw  embarking.  There  should 
be  a  definite  policy  outlined  for  die* 
tribntlng  ^a  hvrd«fe^  .«(/  munlolpai 
taxation  more  eqaifahiy.  Tears  of  ex* 
partonea  has  shown  thp  tond  cannot 
bsar  the'  taxation  It  to  now  expected 
to  support.  Bxperlenee  has  also 
shown  there  to  a  conaldarable  per* 
eentage  of  our  cHlsens  who  are  mak- 
ing good  livings  to  the  community 
but  who  are  comparatively  free  from 
taxation.  This  municipality,  as  well 
as  others,  to  handlcappad  at  present 
Inasmuch  as  it  has  very  limited 
powers  of  taxation.  In  fact  the  pree- 
ent  basto  of  all  financtol  trana* 
•actions  of  alt  BrHtoh  Oblnmbto 
munldpalltlM  to  tha  taxation  of 
tond  and  Improvemento  and  ear* 
tain  licence  fees.  Thto  system  has 
hrofcen  down  lamantablr  and  there 
hah  got  to  ba  a  raadjuatmant.  There 
has  also  got  to  be  a  new  basto  of  aa* 
jaessment  and  tha  only  fair  way  In 
whtoh  that  can  be  guafed  to  the  In- 
come producing  poWer  of  the  tond. 

If  municipal  administration  to  to  be 
carried  on  a  boslnass-Ilks  way  It  has 
got  to  do  away  with  the  resort  to  des- 
perate financial  ^tpadlents.  Money 
borrowed  for  any  purpose  must  ba 
uasd  exolustvsly  for  that  purpose  and 
not  transferred  to  current  revenue 
under  acme  subtarfnga.  There  mttst 
be  no  transfer  of  sinking  funds  to  cur- 
rent account,  for  sinking  funds  are 
a  sacred  trust  Arrears  of  taxation 
should  not  be  anticipated.  They 
should  not  even.be  regarded  as  civic 
assets  until -thej^  are  oolleoted.  Pres- 
snt  sources  of  revenue,  which  only 
bring  in  half -tha  assessment  levied, 
must  be  relieved,  by  the  addition  of 
other  sourcea  whleh  wlir.  enable  tha 
burden  to  be  better  dlstrlbutsd.  It 
to  esssnttal  thto  should  be  done  with- 
out any  more  loss  of  time.  The  aid 
of  the  Provtaelal  Oovernment  will 
have  to  be  sought  to  bring  about  this 
desired  end.  atod  to  thto  extent  all 
candidates.  In  our  optolon,  should  be 
asked  for  a  definite  statement  of  their 
vtows  on  thto  aspect  of  tha  dvla 
financial  situation. 

It  to  in  their  policy  regarding  re- 
construction matters  that  oandldatea 
will  be  torgely  Judged  by  the  elector- 
ate. So  far  we  have  seen  no  definite 
schente  evolved  by  the  City  Council 
which  tends  towards  solving  tha  dnaa* 
tlon  of  rehabilitation.  Kven  the  mat- 
tar  of  constructing  a  new  harbor 
bridge  haa  been  allowed  to  drag  on 
from  month  to  month,  and.  as^far  aa 
we  know,  there  to  no  definite  assur- 
ance sscursd  flrom  either  tha  Ztomta* 
ion  or  Provtodal  OovammOnta  re- 
garding the  nMasura-of  aid  that  will 
ba  forthcoming.  Tho  aonstmction  e( 
thto  transportation  fadllty  would  be 
one  method  of  providing  employment. 
The  by-tow  for  thf  wOii*k  should  be 
submitted  to  the  people  at  the  forth- 
coming municipal  ateatJon,  yet  we 
sao.  no  signs  of  It  being  propare*. 
When  a  few  more  weaka  hava  atopaed 
It  will  be  too  tota.  with  tho  rasuH  tha 
paopto  win  hove  to  Walt  another  year 
before  there  to  a  peoslbillty  of  any- 
thing betog  done.

SAYS  "ROWf)YISM''       " 
,     MUST  OE  STOPPED 

NKtr  YORK,  Nov.  S«.— The  de- 
monstration of  soldtoni,  sailors  and 
piartnes  against  the  Red  flag  at  the 
Socidtot  meeting  at  Madison  Bpuare 
Oardens  last  night  was  characterised 
as  "rowdyism"  today  by  Police  Com- 
nitosionoP  Snrigttt.  Tno"  police,  ho 
said,  w^e  reluctant  to  Interfere  with 
men  in  uniform,  but  such  disorder  as 
was  committed  last  night  when  the 
service  men  attacked  red  emblem 
wearers  and  attempted  to  break 
through  the  police  into  the  garden 
would  not  be  tolerated. 

After  remarking  that  he  had  made 
a  report  to  Mayor  Hylsn  on  the  af- 
fair, the  police  commiBSioner  said:  "If 
men  in  uniform  would  mind  their  own 
business  and  act  in  an  orderly  nuinner 
the  police  department  can  handle  tho 
rest.  The  police  can  handle  citizens, 
'but  they  do  not  like  to  have  sailors  or 
soldiers  interfere.  They  don't  like  to 
do  Anything  to  f,  man  in  uniform. 

"We  tried  to  get  the  provost-marshal 
tost  night  to  send  some  men  to  Madi- 
'  son  fiquai^  Garden  to  handle  the  sol- 
diers, but  if  they  arrived  we  did  not 
see  them.  If  their  rowdyism  CQntlnues 
something  will  have  to  be  done  with 
them." 

The  commissioner  added  that  he 
understood  the  Sociahsts  were  going 
to  dtocard  the  red  flag  for  a  blue  one.

Acting  Premter  and  Attomey- 
Oonaral.  offering  to  appoint  a  re- 
tomed.ooldler  aa  aastotant  to  the  dvll 
servloe  oommlsdoner  provoked  a 
dorm  of  protest 

The  Acttog  Premier's  Idter  waa 
ao  foUov^: 

"I  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  Gov- 
ernment has  dedded  that  there 
should  be'  an  assistant  to  the  ciVll 
service  commissioner.  We  propoee  to 
appotot  a  tamporary  asstotant  for  the 
pressnt  and  to  recommend  to  the 
Licgldature  that  provlalon  be  made 
for  a,  permanent  appointment 

"It  is  our  totention  to  appotot  a 
returned  man  to  thto  position,  and  F 
would  request  that  applications  be 
forwarded  at_  once,  through  the  va-'' 
rioua  organizations  or  by  returned 
men  individually,  for  the  position. 

"I  may  state  that  the  satory  will 
be  about  1 3,0  00  a  year. 

"Kindly  tadatate  in  making  this 
information  general  among  rdurned 
men  who  might  wish  to  apply." 

At  once  Comrade  J.  Mee  wanted  to 
know.  "Is  the  Oovernment  going  to 
retato  Mclnnes?  Further,  is  it  try- 
ing to  throw  dust  in  our  eyes?** 

President  Ault  stated  that  as  Mr. 
Mclnnes  had  been  appointed  under  an 
order-ln-council  It  was  hot  posdble 
to  remove  him  so  long  as  he  does  the 
work.  In  hto  opinion  the  only 
method  by  which  he  could  be  re- 
moved by  the  returned  soldiers 
would  be  to  get  more  members  in 
ParUament. 

Comrade  Mee^then  retorted:  "Only

Already  Has  Bosltlon 
President  Ault  then  read  a  letter 
which  he  had  jtast  received  from  a 
Mr.  \,  A.  Sntith,  of  Seaview  Avertue. 
the  tenor  of  which  waa  that  he  was 
a  member  of  the  4Sth  Battalion,  and 
by  an  order-ln-coundl  dated  July  1 
last  he  had  been  appointed  asstotant 
to  the  civil  servloe  commtosioner,  and 
he  wanted  to  know  what  effect  the 
new  offer  of  the  Acting  Premier 
would  have  to  regard  to  himself.

JToto  With  Board  of  Trade 
The  Board  of  Trade  invited  the 
Great  War  Veterana'  AaaocliitiOn  to 
name  two  members  to  act  on  the 
committee  on  Boldlers'  re-establish- 
ment which  Is  being  organised  by  the 
board,  and  Comrades  W,  B-  Shaw 
that  ths  oblect  of  the  committee  wil 
and  J.  1*  Miller  were  appointed  with 
indructlonato  press  for  a  greater 
representation.

The 
battery  has  been  having  qult«  an  espy 
time  of  It  since  I  left,  and  I  miMed 
one  of  the  meet  pleasant  experiences 
that  a  soldier  could  have,  and  that 
was  when  the  battery  marohed 
through  and  captured  villages  full  of 
etvUlana-  From  all  aooounts  the  peo- 
ple went  craky.  and  bheerad  and  wept 
and  klMed  everyone.*  The  novelty  Had 
worn  off  somewhat  by  4ha  time  I  got 
ha«k,.  but  we  are  at  present  living 
with  some  French  people,  and  they 
oannot  do  enough  for  ua.  Bven  now 
they  aay  they  can  hardly  reallae  that 
the  Boche  haa  gone.

Fli^t,  the.  work  prescribed  for  Its 
curative  value  foi:  men  In  convales- 
cent hospltala,*  and,  aecondly,  the 
training,  generally  known  as  voca- 
tional re-education,  provided  for 
diaabled  men  who  could  not  return 
to  their  "  iOrmer  oeoupatlon.  Hence- 
forth all' work  carried  on  In  the 
heepltala'  under  the  Department  of 
MIlHla  and  Defence  will  be  known 
aa  and  referred  to  aa  oOcupatlonal 
therapy.  '  It  will  be  carried  on  by 
the  I.  B.  C.  vocational  branch  under 
the  dlreotiona  of  the  doctors  and  Ita 
Importanoe  will  be  mainly  curative, 
though  It  may.  In  some  casea,  bene- 
m  a  man  also  from  the  vocational 
point  of  view.  The  term  ward 
occupations  will  be  uaed  for  a  minor 
dlvtalon  of  occupational  therapy  add 
Will  be  applied  to  the  woric  conducted 
In  activeH  treatment  in  hospitals  for 
men  who  cannot  leave  the  warda; 
for  example,  weaving,  baaketry,  mo- 
delling and  simple  woodworking. 
The  curative  workahops  will  provide 
lieavler  #ork.  such  as  carpentry, 
machine  ahop  practice,  motor  me- 
ofaanica,  shoe  -repairing,  etc.,  with 
aome  attention  to  related  aubjects, 
draughting,  mathematica  and  generptl 
education,  for  convalescents  who  are 
able  to  move  about. 

The  second  and  main  division  of 
the  work  of  the  vocational  branch, 
that  of  «re-educatlng  disabled  men 
who  are  unable  to  return  to 'their 
prevloua  occupations,  known  as 
vocational  re-education,  will  In  the 
future  be  termed  Industrial  Re- 
education. The  term  "Voeatlonal" 
Re-education  la  often  mlaunder- 
atood  by  the  ordinary  man .  In  the 
street,  as  It  falls  to  convey  the  gen- 
eral Idea,  of  training  for  Industry: 
hence '  the  adoption  of  the  new 
term  Industrial  Re-education.  .  In- 
dustry-In  the  broadest^  sense  of  the 
word  may  ref«r  to  all  thoee  occupa- 
ttot^  which  are  necessary  to  carry 
oh  the  world's  work,  arid  therefore 
laMudes  agriculture  and  oflloe  work 
aa  well  as  manbfacturlng.

Some  time  next  week,  probably  by 
aionday  night,  the  City  Council  ex* 
pecta  to  be  In  a  position  to  atate  defi- 
nitely the  concesSlona  It  wants  from 
the  British  Columbia  Blectric  Rail- 
way before  granting  the  slx-oent  fare 
privilege.

Most  men.  if  they  have 
lain  In  bed  for  two,  three,  four  or  more 
months  with  nothing  to  do  but  bo 
cared  for  and  petted  by  kind  ftload« 
will  grow  indolent  aad  iaaotive,  aad 
whea  the  time  comes  to  ger  about  will 
look  sskance  on  an  otter  to  teach  them 
a  Aew  trade.  On  the  other  hand,  if 
Aomc  sort  of  light  occupation  is  given 
them  and  increased  as  their  recovery 
progresses,  occupation  becomes  so 
customary  that  to  do  on  to  a  new 
trade  is  simply  a  natural  progressloOi 
This  bedside  occupation,  or  occupa- 
tional therapy.

Thia  hodsldo  aoaa* 
pation  caaaot  be  called  work;  It  is 
treated  wliony  as  a  curativo.  helping 
the  patient  along  the  road  to  recovery,

The  supeOBs  of  the  Mdlos  who  ara  la 
charge  of  this  bedside  o«Ca|latloa  win 
naturally  depend  on  their  ahinty  to 
select  suoh  occupations  latcfeaHaf  to 
the  patient  and  to  change  them  often 
enough  to  prevent  monotony.

Unalaeka  and  the  AleutMtn  Ig- 
lands. 

The  boat  haa  t>een  taken  from  the 
weatwak-d  run  and  aent  to  Seattle.  In 
her  place  hae  come  the  Elolae,  a  amall 
yacht-like  vaa  b4>at  from  Portland,  Or. 
On  her  flrst  trip  nortn  the  Slolse 
proved  her  worth  and  also  cot  a  taste 
of  her  future  when  ahtf  ran  into  aa 
eleven-day  gale  and  wag  forced  to  put 
into  Ketchikan,  Alaaka. 

But  staunch  aa  the  B3lc»lge  fhay  be. 
Alaglcang  to  the  wegtward  will  mlas 
the  Dora  for  during  these  manyyeare 
they  have  come  to  look  to  her  for 
almost  everything.  The.  hundrede  ghe 
had  carried  back  and  forth  will  regret 
to  learn  of  her  pagging  from  the  run.

ward,  the  Dora  wtui  the  newspaper, 
the  groceryboy.  the  mall  carrier,  the 
supply  bearer  and  even  a  Santa  Claus.

Children « of  the  westward  were 
named  a(ter  the  bo^t  their  pairentg 
had  come  to  love.  It  Ig  gald  there  le 
hardly  a  town  or  ftahing  village  on  the 
run  that  cannot  boast  of  at  leawt  one 
girl    chriatened    Dora. 

For  over  thirty-llve  years  the  Dora's 
run  has  been  In  northern  waters.  It 
haa  been  claimed  ghe  operated  on  the 
moet  northerly  winter  route  in  ths 
world,  the  fifteenth  of  each  month 
leaving  here  on  a  2.X00-mlle  trip  to 
Dutch  Harbor,  Unlmak  Pagg  and 
other  points  and  back.  Oqcq  in  a 
while  ghe  would  venture  north  into 
the  Bering  Sea  with  guppUes.

She  bore  but  few  scafs  of  many 
battles  with  the  elements. 

liost-for  lllghty  Days 

Once  the  Dora  wag  lost  for  eighty 
dayg  and  nearly  the  entire  world 
watched  the  progresg  of  the  search 
for  her.  It  happened  in  1904.  Qalee 
blew  her  off  her  run  and  carried  her 
houth  over  the  Pacific  nearly  to  Hono- 
lulu. Ultimately  she  limped  Into 
Puget  Sound  after  what  was  sal4 
to  be  ong  of  the  most  remarkable  of 
the  many  remarkable  experiences  of 
the  brave  ships  of  the  north  Pacific. 

When  the  top  of  Mount  Katmi, 
Alaska's  great  volcano,  blew  off  la 
1912,  the  Dora  wag  calling  at  villages 
along  Bherlkoff  Island.  She  was 
caught  In  a  smothering  cloud  of  dtut 
and  volcanic  ash.  In  gtyglan  dark- 
negg  ghe  fought  a  gale  for  two  dayg 
to  get  away  from  danger.  Her  path 
wag  Ut  by  lightning  and  the  noise  of 
her  englneg  watg  drowned  by  the 
mountaln^g  roarg.  Ashes  covered  her 
deckg  and  penetrated  into  every  part 
of  her  hold: 

Rescued  Many  Pergooa 

As  a  life  saver  the  Dora  has,  a  re- 
cord higher  than  any  other  boat  In 
western  Alaska  waters.  In  1906  she 
picked  up  passengers  of  the  wrecked 
ship  St.  Paul,  who  had  been  marooned 
six  weeks  in  Semedi  luland.  In  1909 
she  rescued  passengers  of  tne  cannery 
ship  Columbia  and  In  1912  she 
brought  back  the  men  and  women 
from  olT  the  wrecked  Olympla.  In 
all,  ahe  has  saved  hundreds  of  lives. 
'  And  now  Dora  has  gone  south  for 
good.  Her  owners,  the  Alaska  Steam- 
ship Company,  it  is  said,  took  her  off 
the  westward  run  when  the  Govern- 
ment abolished  the  Alaskan  mall  eon- 
tracts,  one  of  the  big  items  in  the 
Dora's  earnings.  Reports  from  Seat- 
tle said  Chileans  were  looking  at  her 
with  a  view  of  buying  her  for  a  South 
American  coast  route. 

Economic  conditions  westward  were 
disruptfd  when  the  Dora  left.  Before 
the  Elolse  came^  the  people  on  the 
Aleutian  Islands  ran  short'  of  food. 
An  ofHcial  report  said  the  shortage 
was  caused  by  the  wlthdrawel  of  the 
Dorat. 

Captain  C.  B.  Mullen  haa  bfen 
master  of  the  Dora  on  the  westward 
run  for  many  years.  She  was  built 
by  the  old  Alaska  Commercial  COm> 
pany  of  San  Francisco,  and  was  one 
of  the  pioneer  passenger  steamers 
running  North.  She  is  112  feet  long 
and  built  of  wood.

Mr.  Butchart  Expects  Founda- 
tion Company  to  Take  Over 
Assembly  Plant — Work  on 
Ships  Delayed  by  Boilers. 

"I  fully  expect  that  the  Foundation 
Compawy  will  take  over  the  Assembly 
Plant  at  Ogden  Point,"  aald  Mr. 
Butchart,  of  tbe  Imperial  Munitlooa 
Board,  yeoterdaiy,  when  queetloned  aa 
to  the  diapoaal  of  the  plant.  "Our 
programme  was  to  have  been  com- 
pleted by  the  end  of  the  year,  con- 
tinued Mr.  Butchart,  "but  we  have 
been  delayed  by  the  boilers,  and  tha 
last  of  the  ships  will  not  be  finished 
until  the  end  of  January.  That  will 
complete  the  lanpaHai  ^uTiitions 
Board's  work  here." 

Mr.  Butchart  does  not  believe  that 
at  the  present  time  shipping  at  thia 
port  warrants  the  use  of  the  Assem- 
bly Plant  pier  and  shed  for  ooean 
vessels,  atnd  In  his  opinion  It  Is  bet- 
ter to  keep  the  plant  busy  as  long  aa 
thore  is  shipbuilding  here.
